Study Proves Vitamin Pills 
Not ‘Miracle Drug’ - Pound

‘Advertisers are leading 
the public astray,” stated 
Santa Ana College nurse, 
Miss Marie Pound in an- 
swer to questions concern- 
ing the public’s mad rush to 
make vitamin pills a break- 
fast table miracle drug. 

To add emphasis to Miss 
Pound’s statement is a re- 
cent quote from Dr. John 
Chaffey, research professor 
at the University of Utah, 
who said “We live in a cul- 
ture where every ache and 
pain ,we are are told by ad- 
vertising, can be ended by 
extra vitamins. taken arti- 
ficallv, not in food.”’ 


Miss Pound comments 
that she sees frequent evi- 
dence of vitamin overdos- 
age among SAC students 
who are apparently ignor- 
ant of the dangers of such 


overdosages. 


Medical reports have 
shown that infants who re- 
ceived overdoses of Vita- 
min “D” over a three month 
period showed marked 
signs of mental retardation. 
This fact leads many medi- 
cal men to wonder as to the 
effect on adults who have 


taken vitamin overdoses 
for vears. 


Some forms of illness in 
later years can be directly 
traced to indiscriminate vit- 
amin taking, added Miss 


Pound. 

To prevent Vitamin “D” 
overdosages Miss Pound 
recommends. drinking of 
milk in place of vitamin 
supplements. “In fact,” 
commented Miss Pound. 


“many costly ‘Protein Pills’ 
are simply dried milk tab- 
lets.’ It is also true that 
most milk has extra 
amounts of Vitamin ‘“D”’ 


added to provide ample vit- 
amins to the consumer. 


Overdoses of Vitamin 
‘‘A”’ have also proved dan- 
gerous in some cases but its 
poisioning is not perma- 
nent. 


‘““Many students take vit- 
amin concentrates which 
are costly, unnecessary and 
dangerous,” warned Miss 
Pound while adding, ‘As- 
suming a person’s diet con- 
tains variety, quality and 
quantity he does not need 
added vitamins unless he 
has suffered an illness.”’ 


The problem of the care- 
lessly promoted use of vita- 
min concentrates is so wide- 
spread that certain mem- 
bers of the medical profes- 
sion are believed ready to 
take action against what 
Dr. Chaffey calls “vitamin 
huckstering’” and “the 
greatest quackery of 1962.”

The recommendation, if passed, will apply to stu- 
dent government officers, athletic teams, and all other 
students representing the college in any capacity. 

Santa Ana College had the distinct “honor” of being 
the only Eastern Conference member voicing “nay” in the 
i conference. 

Why? 

SAC will be represented at the state student gov- 
ernment conference next week. They will represent the 
entire Associated Students of Santa Ana College each 
time they cast a vote. 

Do the students of SAC want to be remembered as 
a school who is in favor of having “flunkies” represent 
them as a whole? 

In continuing the “no 2.0 precedent” SAC student 
leaders are certainly in a minority. All other EC schools 
are in favor of the 2.0 requirement. From the vote at the 
regional convention, most of the other southland schools 
agree. (vote — 23-43). 

Several schools did not wait for the matter to come 
up before the state meet. Los Angeles City College stu- 
dents endorsed a 2.0 requirement in a general election 
on March 8 by a three to one margin.

Taste of Olivier 


One goes to a college produc- 
tion with a taste of Olivier still 
on his lips, braced for the inevit- 
able woodenness of. the minor 
characters, the little accidents of 
staging that always occur, the 
unconvincing sound effects, and 
the disturbing youthfulness of 
the Court of Denmark. One an- 
ticipates some bathos—does not 
expect genuinely to be moved. 
We ask only a modicum of de- 
lectability from a college rendi- 
tion of the Bard: that buffoon- 
ery be constrained, and that high 
moment be assailed with sincer- 
ity and determination if not with 
restraint. It is a testimony to 
the great power of Shakespeare 
that the witchery of his poetry 
wil] shine through the most in- 
different performance if it is not 
actively suppressed. 


Set Was Simple 

The Hamlet of Lee Ford’s en- 
semble is more than satisfactory 
in these respects. Bob Blau- 
stone’s set was simple, non-dis- 
tracting, without appearing un- 
budgeted. The lighting, perhaps 
excepting the peripatetic, nay 
spastic, green spot used to light 
the Ghost, was subdued in key 
with the set and the mood of the 
drama. The more-than-half-a- 
hundred costumes were absolute- 
ly satisfying aesthetically, one of 
the production’s strongpoints. 
The ‘“‘chorus” moved in stylistic 
rhythm. While the declamations 
of some of the minor players 
were disappointing, the princi- 
pals, to a man, discharged their 
roles with enthusiasm and fre- 
quently with real authority. 


Harrison Masterful 


Ross Harrison, in the title role, 
warmed up to his part early in 
the evening and was master of 
his material by first curtain. A 
grateful Providence somehow 
prevented him and Jerry Hoff- 
man, as Laertes, from blinding 
each other in the dueling scene— 
carried on so realistically as to 
be discomfiting. 

Forney Not Corny 

Possibly Hugh Duncan, who 
played Claudius, should have 
been given wickedness pills be- 
fore playtime; he simply is not an 
evil- looking person. Notwith- 


standing, he brought a pleasing 
smoothness to his role, as did 
Jeannette Craemer to her inter- 
pretation of Gertrude the Queen 
—yet here again Miss Craemer is 
neither a debauched nor worldly- 
looking peor We are happy to 
report that Don Forney has not 
gone corny as Polonius, a part 
that almost encourages ham. 


After a succession of phthisic 
Poloniuses, his corpulent, skillful 
delineation of fatuous dotage was 
a delight. Polonius, one felt, was 
killed off all too quickly. Bob 
Munoz’s ability to shift with the 
nuances of the play made his 
conception of Horatio, the per- 
sonification of loyalty, a believ- 
able one; in a part that demands 
subtlety and reserve he seemed 
at home. Jerry Hoffman brought 
sufficient energetic extraversion 
to the role of Laertes. Ed Rice 
played the Ghost, a part done by 
Shakespeare himself, with suit- 
able dignity of intonation and 
movement. 


Make-up Artful 


Among the minor roles, Mike 
Bick’s portrayal of the gravedig- 
ger warrants mention. Brief as 
it is, the part of the First Clown 
requires a certain’ delicacy that 
it not slip into either facetious- 
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ness or heaviness. Bick—who, | 
cidentally, was made up wi 
considerable art—treaded th 
fencetop with almost professio 
al ease.

“A good example of the: fail- 
ure of foreign AAU sponsored 
track tours involves a former 
SAC track star, Charlie Clark, 
who is now attending San Jose 
State,” declared Ward. “Clark 
was forced by AAU officials on 
last summer’s tour to Russia to 
compete in three track meets 
over a short period of eight days 
—a tough assignment for a dis- 
tance runner like him, who _ is 
lucky to run a good race once a 
week, let alone three in eight 
days.” 

This was just one of the prob- 
lems on last summer’s foreign 
tour which breeded general dis- 
approval of the AAU and _ ulti- 
mately open revolution. Nine of 
-our best track and field stars 
didn’t even go to the 
Soviet Union last July because if 
they had competed against the 
Russians they also would have 
been forced to compete in track 
meets in West Germany, Poland 
and _ Britain, meaning three 
weeks away from their jobs. An- 
other reason was because the 
AAU grants U.S. athletes an 
“enormous” $15 a day for ex- 
penses, ‘not even enough to live 
on hamburgers,” as former Olym- 
pic star Bobby Morrow stated in 
the October issue of Sport. 

Ward feels, as do 99% of all 
other. college track ‘coaches in 
the nation, that they are closer 
to the athletic level, thus making 
them know the needs and wants 
of the athlete. On the other hand, 
the AAU, which contends that it 
operates on a more economical 
basis than the new federation and 
that amateur athletics can best 
be. administered by amateur 
sportsmen, remains aloof from 
the athlete’s problems and doen't 
seem to care. 

“The ultimate -.goal,’’ Ward 
concluded, ‘“‘would be for the 
groups to merge, but with the 
coaches having the greater say!”
